"Expanded screening" neans screening for genetic and

met abolic disorders, including but not linited to amno acid

disorders, organic acid disorders, fatty acid oxidation

disorders, and other abnormal profiles, in newborn infants

that can be detected through the use of a tandem nass

spectroneter.

"Tandem nass spectroneter" neans an anal ytical instrunent

used to detect nunerous genetic and netabolic disorders at

one tine.

Sec. 2. The Departnent of Public Health shall adm nister
the provisions of this Act and shall:

(a) Institute and carry on an intensive educational
program anong physicians, hospitals, public health nurses and
t he public concer ni ng t he di seases phenyl ket onuri a,
hypot hyroi di sm gal actosem a and other netabolic diseases.
Thi s educational program shall include information about the
nature of the diseases and exam nations for the detection of
the diseases in early infancy in order that neasures my be
taken to prevent the nental retardation resulting fromthe
di seases.

t enporary basi s through an accredited |aboratory, the

Departnent shall substitute the fee charged by the accredited

| aboratory, plus a 5% surcharge for docunentation and

handling, for the fee authorized in subsection (e) of this

Section.
(b) Mintain a registry of cases including information
of inportance for the purpose of followup services to

prevent nental retardation.
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(c) Supply the necessary treat nent pr oduct wher e
practicable for diagnosed cases for as long as nedically
i ndi cated, when the product is not available through other
St at e agenci es.

(d) Arrange for or provide public health nursing,
nutrition and social services and clinical consultation as
i ndi cat ed.

(e) Require that all specinmens collected pursuant to
this Act or the rules and regul ations promul gated hereunder
be submtted for testing to the nearest Departnent of Public
Heal th | aboratory designated to perform such tests. The
Departnent nay develop a reasonable fee structure and may
| evy fees according to such structure to cover the cost of
providing this testing service. Fees <collected fromthe
provision of this testing service shall be placed in a
special fund in the State Treasury, hereafter known as the
Met abol i ¢ Screening and Treatnent Fund. QG her State and
federal funds for expenses related to netabolic screening,
foll owup and treatnent progranms may al so be placed in such
Fund. Moneys shall be appropriated fromsuch Fund to the
Department of Public Health solely for the purposes of
provi di ng met abol i c screening, followup and treatnent
prograns. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prohibit
any licensed nedical facility from collecting additional
specinens for testing for netabolic or neonatal diseases or
any other diseases or conditions, as it deens fit. Any person
violating the provisions of this subsection (e) is guilty of
a petty offense.
